The Santa Monica m an by the name 
of D. B. Bnbbell, who was shot last 
Saturday evening, died yesterday from 
the effect of 
the wound. 
Oor oner 
M eredith went down to Sante Monies 
yesterday aud held an inquest on the 
body. The verdict returned was that hie 
death resulted from a gunshot wound 
inflicted with a pistol in the hands of s 
person or persons unknown. 
Dr. McQowan, who made the autopsy, 
was the first witness before the jury. 
He testified to tbe presence of a ballet 
wound on the left side of the chest. 
Death, he said, resulted from 
the 
hemorrhage into the abdomen. 
Thomas J . Newby, a real estate agent, 
said th at he heard a pistol shot at ahont 
8 o’clock Saturday evening, on the side­ 
walk of Second street, near Arizona 
avenue, followed by another, two or 
three seconds later, and a cry of "Mur­ 
der ! m urder!” 
He ran round the house 
to the street and saw Hubbell staggering 
along as if he were drank. The wltnees 
looked up and down the street in the 
bright moonlight, b at could see no one. 
About a minute elapsed between the 
time th at he heard the shots and saw Mr. 
Hubbell. 
J. P. Gannon, the next witness, had 
served on the term trial jary with Hub­ 
bell and had been staying with him at 
Los Angeles. The deceased bad bor­ 
rowed money of him , saying that he had 
gambled away all his money. 
After the 
shooting the deceased said that he had 
not been broke at th at tim e, he said that 
he was, but had plenty of money, and 
that he had been robbed and shot bv a 
Mexican, a short, thick set man with a 
dark moustache and black slouch hat. 
H e said also th at he had never seen him 
before. 
* 
Dr. H . J . Cates, who took care of the 
wounded man, testified to the statement 
m ade im mediately after the shooting. 
Hubbell said that he had won about $150 
at the gambling tables in Los Angeles, 
and as he gathered op the money he 
noticed a M exican watching him . The 
next morning as he came out of the 
hotel where he had been sleeping be saw 
the same man, a Mexican, across the 
street watching him . 
W hen he got on 
the train to come to Santa Monica, there 
was tbe Mexican a few seats in front 
of him . 
At tbe corner of Arizona 
and Second streets a man sprang out of 
»hn h n a h e s and ordered him to throw up 
his hands. Instead of obeying, be struct 
at him , and was then shot. He could 
not see the man very plainly. 
Several other witnesses gave testimony, 
which had no special bearing on the case.

It was decided, however, to take some 
action, and Col. I. R. Dnukelberger waa 
elected Chairman. He announced that 
no ward call bad been published because 
nobody knew anything about how it was

Colonel Dunkelberger was appointed 
as a committee of one to obtain a better 
representation if possible.

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THE ANNUAL ADDRESS 


Of H a j« rr f . W . J m 
m , • « t l w C k a i 
ker •* C tm m iic t. 
Following ia the annual address of 
Major E. W. Jones, President oí the 
Chamber of Commerce, delivered at the 
amotine on Wednesday last: 
To the Member» of the Lo» Angele» Cham­ 
ber of Commerce: 
Gentlemen : It seems somewhat late 
to offer the anndal address, which prop­ 
erly should have been presented at the 
Minntl meeting in January; but, as you 
are doubtless all aware, there was neither 
time nor opportunity at the annual meet­ 
ing for making the addrees. I will now 
be as brief as possible, consistent with 
the importance of presenting a statement 
of matters which should receive the at­ 
tention and awake the interest of every 
member of the Chamber. 
We have reason to congratulate our­ 
selves that the Chamber has accom­ 
plished as much as it has, and which 
below, I shall attempt to show has been 
a great deal, for the good of this com­ 
munity, without, thus far, asking itsciti- 
sens to contribute a dollar towards its 
expenses. All that we have done has 
been paid for out of the small admission 
fee and trifling monthly dues paid in by 
our members, except the bill for printing 
our pamphlets. It is true we might have 
accomplished still more had the means 
at our disposal been larger, but it has 
been thought best to postpone asking the 
public to provide any portion of them up 
to this time. This, however, should no 
longer be done. As time passes, the op­ 
portunity for using them offers less and 
feas advantages in some particular lines 
of our work, and as time passes, alBo, the 
public may think that since we get aloDg 
■o well without its assistance, we do not 
need it. 
We have built up a large organization 
of more than two hundred members. 
We have many of the best men in the 
community in our ranks. The great 
pity is that not many take a lively per­ 
sonal interest in the work and the few 
must do it all, taking all the odium of 
mistakes and shortcomings, without any 
other reward than the consciousness of 
doing some immediate or ultimate good 
for the community and, through it, for 
themselves. 
I will give, as briefly as possible, a 
history of the Chamber and an account 
of the work in which we have been en­ 
gaged. 
The first meeting looking to its 
formation was held on October lltn , last 
year, and that resulted in its practical 
organization on October 24th with 126 
members. 
The standing committees 
were got into effective shape as soon as 
possible thereafter. 
On November 13th 
Dr. Widney delivered his address on the 
improvement of San Pedro harbor, and 
General Vandever, Congressman from 
this district, also addressed the meeting. 
A resolution was then adopted to invite 
8enator Stanford to visit the harbor 
under the auspices of the Chamber. 
There was also submitted a report upon 
pipe lines to the oil fields, and a plan for 
advertising the country in the East by 
the proper committee. On November 
21st a resolution to memorialize the 
Legislature to provide for the collection 
of taxes semi-annually was passed. 
On 
December 5th Mr. D. Lubin, of Sacra­ 
mento, addressed the Chamber on the 
subject of the permanent London ex­ 
hibit of California products. 
On December 5th a large delegation 
from the Chamber met and escorted Sen­ 
ator Stanford to San Pedro to examine 
the harbor and, on his return, showed 
him, as far as possible, the growth and 
business of this remarkable city. 
At our meeting of December 13th the 
memorial to Congress on the improve­ 
ment of San Pedro harbor was read and 
adopted. 
Also a memorial recommend­ 
ing the purchase of Lower California 
was referred to the Committee on Legis­ 
lation ; and a resolution asking Congress 
to make Les Angeles a port of delivery, 
was adopted. 
On December 19th the Chamber urged 
the City Council to take action at once 
with regard to the removal of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad from San Pedro 
street and enabling it to make use of its 
new depot. 
The committee on parks and bonle- 
rards reported important recommenda­ 
tions to the Board of Supervisors and 
City Council to open certain streets and 
provide bridges and culverts, and stated 
that they had induced the property own­ 
ers along the route to establish one boul­ 
evard of a width of one hundred feet, ex­ 
cept one section of half a mile for the 
entire distance to Santa Monica and one 
of the same width for the whole distance 
to Pasadena. 
A resolution was adopted to ask Con­ 
gress for an increase of the appropriation 
for onr public building to $300,000. In 
consequence, statistics 
carefully and 
clearly arranged, showing the total inad­ 
equacy of the buildiug as proposed there, 
for the requirements of the Postoffice 
here, were provided in duplicate and one 
copy forwarded to the proper authorities 
at Washington. 
Daring the rest of that month the ab­ 
sorbing events usnal to the close of the 
year prevented the transaction of mnch 
more than routine business. 
The annnal election was held January 
2nd and the new Constitution and By 
Laws adopted on the 9th. The complete 
organization under the new laws took 
several weeks, but the whole machinery 
of the Chamber is vastly improved. 
There were objections to the old rales 
which would have proved fatal to the 
life of the Chamber. 
Daring January our Committee on 
Commerce accompanied the Department- 
Commander and his staff on an expedi­ 
tion to select a site for the location of a 
regimental infantry poet in this vicinity. 
This, if successful, means the addition 
of a very large volume of business as 
well as other advantages to onr city. 
The Chamber was also engaged during 
January, as it has been since, in aiding 
all in its power the establishment of a 
permanent exhibit of California products 
in London, a project which has met the 
approval of nearly, if not qnite all, the 
members of the Chamber. Borne of its 
members have been to San Francieco 
and Sacramento on two different trips at 
the«r own expense in behalf of the 
exhibit. 
A matter of great interest to all the 
region tributary to Los Angeles, the 
■agar-beet industry, has been taken hold 
of by this chamber, the first to act in 
the matter and recognize its importance. 
Everything possible in connection with 
it has been done. A meeting with Mr. 
J. D. Spreckels, of the great sugar-mak­ 
ing firm of Spreckels & Sons, of San 
Francisco, was arranged by telegraph, 
and a delegation of onr members met 
him and procured the information which 
has been published. Since then he has 
been interviewed several times at his 
office in San Francisco by members of 
this body. The question of successful 
■agar-beet raising here now seems, al­ 
most altogether, to rest apon the changes 
may be made by Congress in the 
tariff on imported sugar. 
It would be well lor the Chamber to 
look after the interests of this county by 
using its influence to have such a tariff 
maintained as will enable onr farmers to 
grow sugar beets at a profit. We have 
procured a quantity of sugar-beet seed 


from Mr. Spreckels. and distributed it 
among the farmers all over this region. 
We have made a strong appeal to the 
Legislature for the repeal of the Mort- 
ge-tax law, a law which works great 
-jtrim ent to the welfare of this section, 
inasmuch as it is known to deprive us 
of the use of much capital at low rates of 
interest for private improvements. 
This Chamber was a leading power in 
producing the passage of the new city 
charter by the Legislature; by its instru­ 
mentality having thousands of signatures 
obtained to a petition for its passage, and 
by having delegates from its body at 
Sacramento working in its behalf, pro­ 
curing its adoption without a dissenting 
vote, when it was universally believed it 
would be defeated. This Chamber 
the prime mover in obtaining a visit from 
United States Senator Hearst, who de­ 
voted two days to examining the harbors 
of San Pedro, Wilmington and Santa 
Monica, and was shown as much of the 
city end adjacent country as possible, 
largely under the auspices of our delega­ 
tion. 
. 
Senator Hearst’s influence is prom'sed 
in favor of all our public improvements. 
Our Chamber has been earnestly engaged 
for weeks in the effort to harmonise the 
sentiment throughout Southern Califor­ 
nia, so that the jealousies and abuse of 
each other, which prevailed between 
communities and counties during the 
time of the boom, and are still, more or 
less, alive, may be brought to an end 
These bickerings and back-bitings, this 
disparagement of oiher localities, have 
done Southern California great injury 
and made it ridiculous in the eyes of the 
rest of the country. They have deterred 
many excellent people from coming here. 
We have already been the cause of the 
holding of two conventions at our rooms, 
for the purpose of forming an organiza­ 
tion which shall unite all Southern Cali­ 
fornia in the work of developing our 
common resources. These conventions 
have resulted in the formation of the 
nucleus of what is called the Southern 
California Chamber of Commerce. It is 
contemplated that Los Angeles shall be 
its headquarters, and that it will here 
establish a permanent exhibit of our 
products, all of which will be of great 
benefit to this community, whether it 
becomes an immediate success, or not. 
Twenty thousand copies of the best 
exhibit of our resources ever issued have 
been published under the auspices of 
the Chamber, and they are being distrib­ 
uted as fast as they can be placed where 
the fewest of them will be wasted. 
We have Bent along the lines of rail­ 
road leading here several thousand copies 
of our daily papers, containini 
' ‘ 
matter relating to cheap lands which are 
for sale here, for free distribution. 
We have recognized the vast advantage 
which tne construction of a railway to 
Salt Lake City would be to Los Angeles, 
by pledging ourselves, through a series 
of resolutions in response to similar ones 
adopted by the Chamber of Commerce of 
that city, to aid, all in our power, 
the 
carrying 
out 
of 
such 
ac 
enterprise. 
It 
is, 
unquestionably, 
next to the construction of our sewer sys­ 
tem, the most important enterprise in 
which the city is immediately interested, 
not excepting the improvement of her 
harbor. Such a road would connect us 
with the coal fields of Utah and furnish 
us with cheap fuel, with a new and in­ 
creasing market for our products, with a 
new and shorter avenue of communication 
with the Eastern States, with iron **nil 
other ores and minerals for utilization by 
smeltering mills and factories, with new 
sources of supply of meat, game, fresh­ 
water fish for our tables, with new towns 
for our wholesale merchants, with new 
visitors by the thousands during the win­ 
ter months and indeed all the year 
round. 
It is worthy of the strongest effort of 
all Southern California to bring it to a 
speedy consummation, and it will be the 
duty of this Chamber to push it when­ 
ever opportunity offers. 
Wa have endorsed and agreed to sc 
port with a considerable subscription 
project for advertising our resources in 
the East, which has been devised and 
carried out by reliable men. The whole 
plan is an admirable one and is certain 
to return the amount of the investment 
a hundred fold. 
That it may be abso­ 
lutely secure in endorsing the project, all 
advertising matter handled is first to be 
submitted to this Chamber for its ap­ 
proval. 
A large amount of correspondence with 
people at home and in other parts of the 
country is constantly being carried on. 
This is one of the most important of the 
labors of such an organization. People 
write to it as to one who speaks with 
authority. 
It is regarded as a bureau of 
information, and that indeed is one of its 
chief functions. 
In that capacity we have given much 
information to the public, both through 
correspondence and the reports of our 
committees. These reports have been 
mostly on subjects which cannot be too 
often brought to the attention of the pub­ 
lic. 
Take that of fuel for instance, of 
petroleum and pe*t and their products. 
Take 
transportation, 
manufacturing, 
immigration, 
lands, irrigation, fruit­ 
growing and all the other things that have 
been mentioned. 
In no other way can 
the facts be collected and disseminated 
where they will do the most good. 
Through the efforts of our members, 
the Press Association of Southern Cali­ 
fornia was pleasantly entertained in this 
city at the time of the annual meeting. 
Its delegates who would mould public 
opinion in this section of the State have 
said many a word of praise of Los Ange 
les in consequence. 
A new and leading manufacturing en­ 
terprise has been 
lately inaugurated 
here, and the official services of this 
Chamber were 
called into requisition 
to 
set 
its 
machinery in 
motion 
and enable it 
to 
begin 
operations 
under the most 
favorable 
auspices 
the memorials asking Congress for an in­ 
creased appropriation for the improve­ 
ment of San Pedro harbor; recommend­ 
ing the purchase of Lower California, 
which is now exciting such lively in­ 
terest in the East; asking that Los An­ 
geles be made a port of entry; asking 
for the establishment of a regimental 
post here, have all been prepared with 
such accompanying documents as were 
necessary and 
forwarded to General 
Vandever at Washington. 
We have before ua for the year It 
the prosecution of onr yet unfinished 
work. Especially the pushing of the 
Salt Lake Railway enterprise. All lineB 
of railway now centering here may at any 
time become the property of a single 
company and competition cease. We 
shall be placed at the mercy of one cor­ 
poration, and the dispatches have already 
announced that this bas practically taken 
place. Whether true or not, the danger 
always threatens os. A new line is 
necessary for onr safety. 
We must encourage the establishment 
of the beet sugar industry, and endeavor 
to have snch a protective tariff main­ 
tained as will render it possible. We 
most try to get a new reduction of 
passenger fares from the East, so that 
small farmers and other producers may 
come here without the expenditure of 
all their available means on the way. 
We must get our lands covered with 
profitable crops as fast as possible, and 
our poultry, eggs, batter and cheese pro­ 


duced here. 
We want to provide a dis­ 
play of onr products and resources gen­ 
erally, as other enterprising towns every­ 
where 
are 
doing, 
and 
a 
place 
where visitors 
and immigrants can 
get reliable information with regard to 
every matter of interest to them here, 
Our immigration interests are in jeopardy 
through changes in handling of the 
tourist travel. We should look to that. 
This Chamber should take hold of the 
question of labor for the unemployed, of 
whom there are now so many amongst 
us, and urge the prosecution of public 
and private enterprises and devise ways 
and means, us far as lies in its power, to 
provide employment for them. It should 
urge the Bpeedy construction of the 
Bewerage system of the city and the im­ 
provement of the parks, drives and all 
pablic grounds. 
It should endeavor to bring about a 
change in the methods of assessing and 
collecting the 8tate and county taxes, as 
well as in the time when they are paya­ 
ble. The treatment of the public in 
these matters has become too grievous to 
be borne. 
It should buy and distribute through­ 
out the East more copies of the Los An­ 
geles daily and weekly papers, or else 
publish a paper of its own. 
It should in every possible way en­ 
deavor to stir up the kind of public 
spirit which has built up the cities of 
Chicago, Minneapolis and Kansas City— 
that energetic broad-minded, far-sighted 
policy that results-when men of ability 
lift themselves out of the ruts of every­ 
day business, church and society mat­ 
ters and, looking abroad at the rest of 
the world, endeavor to direct its affairs 
so that they shall work to the benefit of 
the country where they live, whose des­ 
tinies are so largely at their disposal. 
Let every one who has the welfare of 
this community at heart endeavor to in­ 
crease the membership of the Chamber. 
We ought to have at least a thousand 
members. It is essential to the life of 
this city that such a body should be 
maintained. 
The field of the Board of Trade is not 
that of this Chamber. That Board has 
business enough to attend to in matters 
directly affecting the occupation of its 
members. The majority of its members 
are with us in this view of our relations. 
Let us then awake to renewed activity 
Let us hasten the era of renewed pros­ 
perity—not the unsafe, feverish, transient 
condition of a year ago, but a solid, sub­ 
stantial, honorable growth; not the 
hurry and frenzy of a mob, but the 
march of a grand army.

Mayor Bryson Renominated 
by the Democracy. 


THE 
TICKET 
AS 
COMPLETED. 


The Platform and Resolutions 
Adopted—List of 
Nominees 
for City Offices. 


Turn Vereio H all was the center of at­ 
traction yesterday morning, when the 
Democratic City Convention m et, pursu­ 
an t to call. As early as 9 o’clock, those 
interested in the proceedings began to 
assemble on the sidewalk to aw ait the 
arrival of the delegates. As the hour for 
the m eeting 
of 
th e Convention ap­ 
proached, the crowd grew larger, until at 
10 o’clock the hall was filled with the 
delegates and the lobbyists, candidates 
for nomination and their friends. The 
candidates for nom ination at the handB 
of the Convention were numerous, but 
there were not so m any cards distributed 
as at the previous Convention, nor so 
many candidates as there are already 
announced to come before th e Repub­ 
lican Convention on Monday next. 
At a quarter past 10 o’clock Judge B. 
E. Taney, chairm an of the City Central 
Comm ittee, called the Convention to 
order, and in less than five minutes all 
confusion had ceased. The Convention, 
viewed from the platform, appeared to 
be composed of the best elem ent of the 
city, and while no one could judge how 
the delegates stood on the various ques­ 
tions and men to be decided upon, it was 
th e general opinion th at the selections 
would be of such a character as would be 
most likely to com mand the respect of 
the citizens. Judge Taney asked for 
nominations for temporary chairm an, 
and Mr. T. McCaffrey nominated W. R. 
Burke. Mr. J . Marion Brooks placed 
the name of Mr. T. B.Brown before the 
Convention. The nominations were then 
closed, and the roll being called, Mr. 
Brown was chosen by a vote of 87 to 46. 
Mr. McCaffrey moved that the elec­ 
tion be made unanimous. Carried. 
Judge Taney appointed Messrs. Mc­ 
Caffrey and Peterson 
to escort Mr. 
Brown to the chair. 
Chairm an T. B. Brown, after thanking 
the Convention for the honor bestowed 
upon him , eaid th at the Convention waB 
the most im portant held in the city. The 
new Charter was to go into effect, and 
th e affairs of the city were in a transi­ 
tion state. 
Under the circumstances, he 
advised th at the policy outlined in the 
H e r a l d , editorially, 
be carried out. 
W hat was wanted was the selection of 
the best men for the offices, and if these 
were selected, the ticket put in the field 
would win.

PERMANENT ORGANIZATION. 
The Committee on Perm anent Organ­ 
ization and Order of Business reported as 
follows: Recommended, that the tem ­ 
porary officers of the Convention be 
declared the perm anent officers. 
Recommended, that nominations be 
made in the following order: 1st, M ayor; 
2nd, Superintendent of Streets; 3rd, City 
A ttorney; 4th, City Treasurer; 5th, City 
Assessor; 6th, City Clerk, 7th, City 
Auditor; 8th, Tax Collector; 9th, City 
Engineer; 10th, two Police Judges; 11th, 
Chairm an of City Central Comm ittee; 
12th, one member of Board of Education 
and one Councilman from each ward: 
12th, two metnbers of the City Central 
Committee from each ward. 
Mr. Jacoby moved to amend by elect­ 
ing one member of the City Central Com­ 
m ittee from each precinct in each ward. 
Mr. J. J . Hanford thought that this 
am endm ent should be adopted. 
The am endm ent was adopted unani­ 
mously. 
Mr. J . Marion Brooks moved that the 
report be am ended so that the City Cen­ 
tral Committee could select its own 
chairm an. 
He thought that the Com­ 
m ittee would be better able to select its 
chairman than the Convention. 
Colonel O. H . Violet was also in favor 
of the am endment. 
Mr. Ryan thought that the old rule 
had been successful and should be con­ 
tinued. 
Tbe roll was called and resulted in 
the defeat of the am endm ent by a vote of 
73 to 79. 
The 
report 
was then adopted as 
amended. 
Mr. J. J . Hanford asked permission to 
read a paper, but it was decided to be 
out of order and that there was no time. 
The Committee on Credentials having 
been called and not being ready, a recess 
was taken for 10 minutes. 
The Convention reconvened at a quar­ 
ter past two o'clock, and Judge It. Dun- 
nigan reported that the Committee on 
Platform and Resolutions was ready to 
report. Tbe following was then re a d : 


T H E PLATFORM. 
W h e r e a s, The people of the city of 
Los Angeles have adopted a new Char­ 
ter, which has been ratified by the Legis­ 
lature, and which will be the fundam en­ 
tal law of the m unicipality, the Demo­ 
cratic party pledges itself to carry out in 
good faith, and in spirit and intent, its 
provisions; therefore, the Democracy of 
Los Angeles, in Convention assembled, 
have 
Resolved, That the Democratic party is 
in favor of prosecuting at once the im ­ 
portant 
public works which are so 
urgently 
needed 
by our city, and 
pledges' itself and its candidates to 
faithfully carry out this resolution. [ Ap­ 
plause.] 
Resolved, That this is a favorable time 
for the city to build an outfall sewer to 
the sea, of sufficient capacity for a city 
of a quarter of a million inhabitants, and 
that we believe the people of this city 
are now prepared to endorse any honest 
and practical plan for the completion of 
that im pirtant improvement. We pledge 
our candidates to move upon this work 
at once. 
[Applause.] 
Resolved, That the work of paving our 
streets should be energetically pushed 
forward until we have a city whose streets 
will compare favorably in this respect 
with those of the most advanced Eastern 
cities. 
[Applause.] 
Resolved, That the eight-hour law shall 
be applied to labor on all municipal 
w orks; and th at the law of the State, ex­ 
cluding Mongolians from employment 
upon State work, shall be rigidly applied 
to the public works of this city. [Ap­ 
plause ] 
Resolved, That owing to the rapid 
growth of the city of Los Angeles, greatly 
increased school facilities are required, 
and we are in favor of multiplying school 
buildiDgs until every child in the city 
shall have the opportunity of attending 
the public schools. 
[ Applause. J 
Resolved. That we re-adoptand re-affirm 
the platform of the 28th of last Novem­ 
ber, upon which we went trium phantly 
before the people. 
Especially do we re- 
adopt and reiterate the following planks: 
[Applause, j 
First—That the Democracy of Los 
Angeles, true to the principles f their 
party, are in favor of that policy in local 
government which will m aintain the 
good order of society and secare every 
citizen in the enjoyment of his rights, 
and to this end we declare that all ordi­ 
nances having for their object the sup­ 
pression of vice and the closing of disor­ 
derly houses shall be rigidly enforced by 
the police arm of the municipal govern­ 
m ent. [Applause.] 
Second—That whilst we do not object 
to the imposition of as high a license 
upon the retail liquor business as it will 
bear, on the principle of increasing the 
municipal revenues from the traffic in 
non-essentials, we ase opposed to the 
policy proclaimed by our opponents, that 
disorderly dens may flourish if they will 
only pay enongh for the privilege. The 
Democracy of Los Angeles do not be­ 
lieve in encouraging disorderly houees at 
any price, and are firm in their belief 
that the wav to suppress resorts obnox­ 
ious to good order and to public morals, 
is to revoke their licenses and sum' 
marily close them . [ Applause.] 


Resolved, T hat we are in favor of party 
fealty and party responsibility. 
Resolved, That we indorse the adm inis­ 
tration of Mayor Bryson as a wise, hon­ 
est and economical one. [Applause.] 
R i c h a r d D u n n i g a n , Chairman. 
Judge Redick moved that the report 
be adopted as read. Carried unani­ 
mously. 
THE NOMINATIONS. 
Mr. Ryan moved that the Convention 
proceed to the nominations, and that 
speeches be lim ited to five minutes. 
Carried. 
# 
Nominations were declared in order 
for Mayor. 
Colonel O. H . Violet said that this was 
the most im portant convention ever held 
in the city of Los AngeleB, and for that 
reason the best men should be placed in 
nomination. He had risen to put such a 
man in nom ination; a man who had 
always been the friend of the laborer and 
had always paid the highest price for la­ 
bor, and one who would lead the party to 
success. The m an he desired to place in 
nomination was Jam es B. Lankershim. 
[Applause. ] 
Major W. R . Bnrke said that a little 
over two months ago the Democratic 
>arty had gone to success with Mr. John 
JryBon (applause) at the head of the 
ticket. 
Mr. Bryson 
had been en­ 
dorsed 
by 
the 
people 
at 
that 
tim e, and had 
carried 
his 
ticket 
by 1,000 majority, In view of the fact 
that he had been so endorsed by the peo­ 
ple he thought that re-nomination was 
due him . He might have erred,¡but what 
m an had not committed an error at some 
time of his life. 
If put at the head of 
the ticket he would be elected again. 
Judge J . I. Redick said he appeared in 
the interest of the city and not in the in­ 
terest of any man or set of men. 
His 
voice was for John Bryson, a man who 
was entitled by courtesy to the nom ina­ 
tion at the hands of* the Convention. 
Mayor Bryson had been nominated by 
the Convention nut two months before, at 
a time when it was thought the Republi­ 
cans would carry the city and no one else 
would run. 
He had spent, his money 
and worked for the buccqbs of the party, 
and it would be unfair to nominate some 
one else and repudiate him . 
The only 
fault that had been found with him was 
by the Republicans, who would find 
fault with any Democrat who had been 
elected Mayor of Los Angeles. The Con­ 
vention should nom inate him unani­ 
mously, and if aay other man was aom i- 
nated “ we’ll be out in the cold.” 
Mr. J. Marion Brooks said that the 
time had come when the Decocracy 
ought to stand by the man who had 
delivered the city from the hands of the 
Republicans. 
If at the coming election

T H E SM ITH TRIA L. 


M r . R i c h a r d M e l r o s e has -returned 
from Sacramento, where he went, at the 
instance of some citizens of A naheim , to 
give a correct representation of the senti­ 
ment of the people of that city and 
neighborhood against county division. 
He says that the Santa Ana divisionists 
have had an active and eloquent lobby 
at work, consisting of the Messrs. Spur­ 
geon, M cFadden, Look, Moye and Good­ 
win, and some other local auxiliaries. 
Notwithstanding B rierly’s active opposi­ 
tion, the Assembly has passed the bill to 
its second reading, and it will go through 
if no energetic 
measures are taken 
against it by the other portions of the 
county. Mr. Melrose regards petitions 
as of comparatively little weight. In a 
communication to the Anaheim Gazette 
he puts the whole m atter in a nutshell, 
thus:

The question is one 
in which the Senators, other than White 
and McComas, have no special interest, 
and their votes can be secured for or 
against the measure in proportion to the 
influences and argum ents brought to 
bear upon them . The ease w ith which 
signatures can be obtained for any kind 
of petition divests that form of protest of 
all weight, and when the Senators find a 
numerous lobby in favor of the passage 
of the bill, and no one opposed to it, ex­ 
cept the one Senator from Los Angeles, 
they will be justified in believing that the 
measure íb aesired by the people most 
interested, and will probably vote accord­ 
ingly. I could nam e a half dozen men in 
Los Angeles who, if they would go to 
Sacramento for a week, would effectually 
kill the bill.

The trial of the youth Stephen Smith 
ior the kiiiing oi au Italm u boy uáüieu 
Pietro Pagliuso, near Glendale last No­ 
vem ber, continued through the day yes- 
day in Judge Cheney’s court. The first 
witness called in th e morning was Frank 
Paglinso, the uncle of th e deceased aqd 
the owner of the farm where the shooting 
took place. 
H e testified to m eeting the 
boys and his ordering them to give up 
their guns. These he took and locked in 
the house, and then agreed to give them 
np the next day on a paym ent of $20 as a 
fine for trespassing. 
He then went to 
Los Angeles, leaving the place in charge 
of his nephew, whom he never saw again 
alive. 
On cross-examination several facts 
were brought out. 
One was that the 
land on which the boys were hunting 
was not fenced in. 
W hen the witness 
came upon the boys he had a rifle in his 
hands. They tried to run away, bat he 
made them halt. 
I. N. Mundell, the City Marshal of 
Pasadena, to whom the boys made some­ 
thing in the nature of a statem ent of the 
affair on the day that they were arrested, 
was next put on the stand. It appeared, 
however, that the statem ent had been 
made under an assurance from him that 
it would be best for them to make a clean 
breast of the whole thing.

The trial of W. More Young, who is 
charged in the U nited States Court with 
having falsified revenue returns, attracts 
a good m any visitors since the unfortu­ 
nate connection of Mr. Cuddy with the 
affair has brought it into prominence. 
The first witness in the case, whose di­ 
rect examination took most nf the day 
W ednesday, 
was 
Eli B. Davis, the 
former superintendent of the distillery 
of which Young was the book-keeper. 
The day was consumed yesterday with 
his cross-examination. 
He testified, in answer to questions 
from the defense, th a t he had frequent 
conversations 
with Young about the 
business of the distillery, and that the 
latter was well aware of the capacity of 
the still. “ My orders were,” B aid the 
witness, “ to make as little showing as 
possible on the books which were to be 
submitted to the Government. These 
orders came from Young.” The witness 
then gave from the books of the com­ 
pany, which were offered in evidence, 
the exact am ount of brandy m anu­ 
factured and the quantity smuggled into 
the hidden tank. “ As superintendent of 
the winery,” Baid Davis, “ it was my 
business to receive the grapes and note 
the quantity handled. 
We kept 
a 
‘straight book’ from which Young copied 
the statem ents into his ledger. 
I uon’t 
rem ember that Young ever took a hand 
in this part of the business. H is name 
is not to be found signed to any of the 
receipts.” 
The witness explained the process of 
distilling, and said th a t one who was not 
a practical distiller could not tell how 
much brandy was being made. 
“ I was a w itness,” said Mr. Davis, 
before the G rand Jury on the exam ina­ 
tion of the case against Young. 
I was 
myself under indictm ent for removing 
and concealing liquor. W hen I was ar­ 
rested I saw Thom as, the special agent of 
the Government, before I went to jail, 
and afterwards at his office. I asked 
whether, if I told all I knew, I would 
still be prosecuted, and he said he could 
not tell. I m ade up my mind to tell the 
whole truth, and take my chances. I 
talked also w ith the District Attorney, 
and he said he could not promise any­ 
thing.” 
The case will be continued to day.

W a s h in g t o n , February 14.—The reso­ 
lution heretofore offered by Stew art for 
a select committee of seven Senators on 
the irrigation and reclamation of arid 
lands (with a clerk a t $6 per day) was 
agreed to. 
Moran offered an am endmont to the 
resolution reported from the Committee 
on Elections and Privileges, which was 
laid on the table and ordered printed. It 
instructs the committee so to frame legis­ 
lation onjthe subject of elections that it 
shall not apply to any State w here the 
constitution and laws provide am ple se­ 
curity for the honest exorcise for the 
right to vote, for the just and impartial 
counting and return of votes, and for the 
just, im partial and true ascertainm ent 
and certification of the results, and in 
the States where those requirements havs 
been honestly complied with. 
Wilson, of Iowa, addressed the tfsnate 
in support of the bill relating to imported 
liquors, introduced by Frye on the 21st 
of December, 1887, reported back ad­ 
versely from the Judiciary Committee on 
the 19th of March, 1888, and then placed 
on the calendar. 
No action was taken, 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the resolution reported from the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, 
and was addressed by Coke. 
He de­ 
clared the report of the committee un­ 
just, one-sided and partisan. 
It was 
eased principally on the testimony of 
three memorialists, Hack worth, Moore 
and 
Schultze, 
and 
took 
no note 
of the testimony of twenty-seven wit­ 
nesses to the effect that Hack worth 
and Scbutze were men of infamous 
character and unworthy of credit, end 
that Moore was about as bad as tne 
others. 
H e condemned, as the people 
of W ashington county and of Texas con­ 
demned, all violations of the law there, 
and declared that the attem pt to fix the 
responsibility for them on th at people 
had no support except the testimony of 
“ the infamous trio and some of their 
vilest coadjutors.” 
These three had 
tried to make it appear that they were 
forced to leave th e county because of 
their 
politics, 
while 
he 
declared 
that 
when 
the 
memorialists 
lost 
the 
public offices which they had 
held in the county, they were covered all 
over with indictm ents for official mal­ 
feasance. Coke sent to the C lerk’s desk 
and had read a counter menflorial of the 
citizens of Brenham, painting in very 
dark colors the characters of Haekworth 
and Schutze, denying their m aterial alle­ 
gations and presenting tbe Democratic 
side of the 
troubles in Washington 
county. W ithout concluding his speech 
Coke yielded iut other business, and 
after executive session, the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
THE HOUSE. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 
14.—In the 
House the Senate bill passed providing 
for the reference of writs of error to the 
United States Supreme Court in all cases 
involving the question of jurisdiction of 
the court below. 
Senate am endm ents were non-concurr- 
ed in to the legislature and executive ap­ 
propriation bills. 
The committee on appropriations re­ 
ported back the fortification appropria­ 
tion bill with Senate am endm ents. 
Re­ 
ferred to committee of the whole. 
The conference report on the Senate 
bill for admission of the State of South 
Dakota, which is a total disagreement, 
was agreed to and a new conference was 
ordered. 
Baker, of New York, offered a resolu­ 
tion giving the House conferees the fol­ 
lowing instructions: First, to exclude 
the Territory of New Mexico from the 
bill; second, to am end the bill so as to 
provide for admission of South Dakota 
by proclamation of the President under 
the Sioux Falls constitution; third, that 
the proposed States of North Dakota, 
Montana and Washington be adm itted 
on the same basis, either by proclama­ 
tion of the President or by formal acts 
of admission. 
Cox, of New York, offered a sub­ 
stitute differing only from Baker’s prop­ 
osition in that it provides for the adrnis 
sion of North Dakota, M ontana and 
W ashington 
by proclamation of the 
President. 
Springer insisted on retaining in the 
bill the provision for the admission of 
New Mexico. SymeB, of Colorado, de­ 
clared 
that 
no 
petition had been 
presented and no bill introduced to show 
that the people of New Mexico desired 
admission into the Union. 
H e did not 
see why the people of New Mexico 
should be forced into the Union by hav­ 
a provision tacked on to the Dakota 
for political purposes. 
Brecken- 
ridge, of Kentucky, argued against the 
exclusion of New Mexico. 
Wilson, of 
Minnesota, spoke against the proposition 
that the House should yield in regard to 
New Mexico. 
If it was known that the 
Houee was firm in its position, the Sen­ 
ate would recede from its disagreement 
to the House am endm ent. Joseph (New 
Mexico) said the oldest Territory in the 
Union came knocking for the fourth time 
a t the doors of Congress, asking for ad­ 
mission. 
He would rather be a citizen 
of a Republican State than of a Demo­ 
cratic 
Territory. 
Rogers 
(Arkansas) 
thought the time had arrived when the 
whole Territorial system ought to be 
wiped 
out. 
He 
would 
adopt 
a 
Constitutional am endm ent preventing 
U tah, an impure sister, from coming 
into the sisterhood of States, and then 
adm it every other Territory as a State. 
Baker accepted Cox’s resolution as a 
substitute for his own. 
Breckenridge of Kentucky, dem anded 
a division on the instructions, and a vote 
was first taken upon that portion of the 
resolution instructing the conferees to 
elim inate New Mexico from the bill. It 
waB agreed to; yeas, 1&5; nays, 106; but 
at 
the 
last 
moment 
Breckenridge 
changed his vote from the negative to the 
affirmative, for the purpose of moving 
a 
reconsideration. 
On 
motion 
of 
Baker, a motion to reconsider was 
laid upon the table. The next clause of 
the resolution, which was voted upon, 
was that of instructing the conferees to 
so am end the bill as to provide for the 
admission of South Dakota by proclama­ 
tion , with a farther vote on the question 
of division. This clause was agreed to ; 
yeas, 137; nays, 102. A motion to re­ 
consider and lay upon the table was 
made by Baker, and yeas and nays were 
ordered on the latter motion. Brecken­ 
ridge 
interjected 
a 
motion to ad- 
oum , 
but this 
was 
Toted 
down. 
3aker appealed in the nam e of the ap­ 
propriation bills to Breckenridge not to 


filibuster against the measure. 
Brecken­ 
ridge replied th at he did not intend to 
filibuster any longer th an was necessary 
to secure the full House vote upon the 
measure. 
T hat could bo secured to­ 
morrow. 
McMillan, of Tennessee, inter­ 
polated another motion to adjourn, and 
demanded yeas and nays, which were 
ordered. 
This motion 
having been 
voted down—yeas 82, nays 142—Brecken­ 
ridge followed it up with a motion for 
recess until 11:30 to-morrow, and raised 
the 
point 
of no 
quorum. 
Baker 
and Breckenridge then attem pted to 
reach an arrangem ent by which the vote 
on the motion to table the motion to re­ 
consider should be taken now. A demand 
for the “ regular order” from the Repub­ 
lican side cut short anv agreement, and 
McMillan again moved an adjournm ent. 
The motion to adjourn having been voted

W a s h in g t o n , February 14.—The Ap­ 
propriations Committee of the House 
grappled with the revenue problem in 
earnest this morning.

W hen the 
formal reading was completed, the mem­ 
bers began to express their views and 
suggest alterations. 
Just what the re­ 
sult of the consideration will be no

W a s h i n g t o n , February 14.—President 
pro tern Ingalls to-day laid before the 
Senate two 
petitions of 
citizens of 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, denouncing 
as misleading and false the allegations 
contained in the memorial 
recently 
presented to the Senate protesting agaiDst 
the admission of the Territory as a State. 
A 
memorial 
from the Legislative 
Council of New Mexico was preseated to 
the Senate to-day relating to iho price of 
public lands in the Territory. 
It recites 
that a great quantity of the public land 
of the Territory—about one-fourth of the 
total aro abad been granted to railroads, 
and is held at $2.50 an acre, notwith­ 
standing the fact th at no railroad has 
been built under the grant, and that 
consequently would-be immigrants are 
driven 
to 
other 
Territories. 
The 
memorialists 
pray 
that 
all 
public 
agricultural lands in the Territory be 
opened to settlem ent at $1.25 an acre 
and that the price of coal lands within 
fifteen miles of a railroad be fixed at $10 
an acre, and of lands further removed at 
$5 an acre. 


FALL OF FL0QÜET. 


P a r i s , February 14.—The Cham ber of 
Deputies was crowded to-day. ThePriuce 
of Wales and Lord Lytton, the British 
Ambassador, occupied seats in the diplo­ 
matic gallery. Baron Macken, President 
of the Right, moved to adjourn the de­ 
bate on the revision question for one 
week. 
He declared th at the R ight de­ 
sired complete revision, as well as the 
dissolution of the C ham ber. 
Premier 
Floquet refused to entertain the motion, 
stating that the Government could not 
consent to dissolve the Cham ber. 
Baron M acken’s motion was rejecte d 
by a vote of 375 to 173. 
Count de Douville MaUlefeu, in moving 
the indefinite postponement of the revis­ 
ion debate, said : 
“ The electoral period 
virtually begins to-day. 
Let us leave to 
the people tbe duty of indicating what 
kind of revision they desire. 
Let us not 
lose time in discussing a question that is 
in nowise definite. 
Instead of pursuing 
a policy of egotism, let us return to a pol­ 
icy of common sense.” 
Floquet, replying, rem inded the House 
th a t the Government was pledged to 
m ake tb e revision proposal the im medi­ 
ate order of the day after the Bcrutia 
d’Arrondissement bill. At the conclu­ 
sion of Floquet’s rem arks, a division was 
taken, and Count de Douville M aillefeu’s 
motion was adopted by 307 to 218. 
Prem ier Floquet thereupon announced 
th at the M inistry would at once resign. 
Imm ediately after the announcement, all 
the members of the M inistry sent their 
resignations to President Carnot. 
This was a complete surprise to the 
Cham ber. Floquet had said nothing im­ 
plying his intention to make the m otion 
toadjourna a Cbinet question. 
Both the 
Left and Right were unaware how the 
m inútry w o n ld regard the vote. 
Th3 
m ajority included mem bers of the Right 
and a num ber of Opportunists. After ad­ 
journm ent the Radical Left and Extrem e 
Left held a m eeting and sent delegates to 
Floquet to express their regret at the fall 
of the Cabinet, and congratulated the 
retiring Prem ier upon the firmness of 
the position he had assumed.

Commodore Fitzhugh spoke 
generally in high praise of the craft. On 
W ednesday, a run was made straight out 
to sea, and, in coming back, the York- 
town made a run of four hours with a 
forty-knot breeze dead on, and behaved 
adm irably. 
Captain Steele says she 
did not roll or pitch, and he never

steady. 
In 
another 
four hours’ run she made an average of 
fifteen knots an hour, or about twenty 
miles, thus proving her to be a very 
fleet ocean craft as well as a rem arkably 
steady one. The engines of the Y ork­ 
town proved to be perfect marvels for 
steadiness and power. 
Each engine, on 
the regular test, m arked 157 revolutions 
m inute, im plying a horse-power far 
ahead of the contract requirem ents, but 
the exact sum of which cannot be given 
for some days, or until the indicator 
cards can be computed and differen­ 
tiated. 
The ship was tried in e\ery 
conceivable m anner in the river, the bay 
and the ocean, and was particularly 
manoeuvred by Captain Steele under the 
direction of Commodore Fitzhugh, as if 
engaged in battle. 
She answered every 
movement of the helm promptly, and 
moved with most satisfactory celerity, 
all the tim e steady and solid, so th at her 
guns m ight be used with the very best, 
effect in action. 
One of the marvels of 
these manoeuvres was the starting of 
the Yorktown ahead at full speed and 
backing her at full speed. This feat was 
accomplished in one m inute and fifty- 
seven seconds, anextarordinary result un­ 
der any circumstances. W hile at sea tbe 
sails were tested, and it was found that, 
in this particular, the ship was as trim 
and complete as any other. The officers

and believes th at sh e will prove to be 
tbe pride of the American navy, at 
least until the m am m oth cruisers, Balti­ 
more, Philadelphia and New York, shall 
come forth to bear the American flag.

CLEVELAND’S EULOGY. 


A Review of the President’s 
Official Work. 


• WE EAVE NOTHING TO HIDE.’ 


He iB Entirely Satisfled With the 
Policy He Pursued and is 
Glad to Hetire.

Baltimore, February 14.—The «S'un 
to-morrow will publish a long dispatch 
from Washington, giving a eulogistic re­ 
view of President Cleveland’s adminis­ 
tration and a long interview with the 
President himself on the incidents and 
experiences of the past four years. 
The 
Sun declares that the key note of Mr. 
Cleveland’s policy, from the beginning, 
has been to give the people a practical, 
business-like administration irrespective 
of personal considerations. 
“There is 
probably no American in public life,” 
says the writer, “ who lias a deeper, more 
genuine sympathy with the people, and 
there never has been a President more 
accessible, or one who surrendered so 
much of his time to gratify national cu­ 
riosity and the interest of the people, 
than has Mr. Cleveland. In conversation 
with the writer, the President remarked 
that his afternoon receptions were the 
pleasantest incidents of his official life. The 
close of his administration finds him as 
busy, and perhaps even busier, than 
when he was inducted into office. 
Much 
of his time is consumed unnecessarily by 
the want of consideration displayed by 
Congressmen, and persons who merely 
call to pay their respects. The afternoon 
receptions were set aside for this class of 
visitors, but the majority of Congressmen 
pay littte attention to the rule. Notwith­ 
standing his patience under these ex­ 
actions, and the fact that almost his 
entire time during the day has been 
given up to the public, the President has 
been criticised for being exclusive, and 
complaints have been made that he 
would not give the representatives of his 
party an opportunity of consulting freely 
with him. 
It is known to his friends 
that the President feels acutely this charge. 
He has all along been animated by a high 
and serious sense of his duty to the people 
and this has often prompted him to a 
course of action in opposition to the 
wishes or opinions of personal friends. 
It may be stated that the President is 
thoroughly satisfied with the practical 
outcome of bis administration and its 
effect on the fortunes of the Democratic 
party. 
He is very earnest in predicting 
a great future for the Democracy and in 
asserting his unqualified devotion to the 
party. 
* It is a grand party,’ said he, 
and was never in better shape than at 
present. 
When we consider the condi­ 
tion it was in before the tariff issue was 
formulated, the want of unanimity, the 
wide 
divergence of views on 
many 
points, and the hearty and united sup­ 
port it gave me during the campaign, 
who can doubt that its status has been 
improved, and that it has a glorious 
future before it? ’ 
"The President is as firm now as he 
ever WAS iu the opinion that tariff reform 
is the great living issue for the Democ­ 
racy. 
He regards it as an issue in har­ 
mony with the spirit and traditions of 
the party, and one involving enormous 
benefits to the people. He believeB that, 
sooner or later, the toiling masses will 
be thoroughly aroused to an indignant 
perception of the burdens unjustly im­ 
posed upon them by the tariff laws, and 
of the fact that the' taxing power of the 
nation is being recklessly used for the 
benefit of 
a 
favored few. He does 
not tolerate the idea that the Democ­ 
racy was beaten 
on 
the 
tariff is­ 
sue last fall. 
'Had certain conditions 
been eliminated from the campaign,’ he 
says, ‘we would have won a decisive vic­ 
tory.' Bo far as he is individually con­ 
cerned, he has no regrets at laying down 
his trust. 
He thinks the defeat of the 
Democracy is to be deplored because of 
the injury resulting to public interests, 
but personally he experiences a profound 
sense of relief at the prospect of a speedy 
relief from the ordeal to which he has 
been exposed during the past four years. 
One of the most trying features of his 
position has been that, in the discharge 
of his official duties, he has been 
called upon frequently to offend persons 
whose friendship and good opinion he 
valued. The insensibility; of which he 
has so often been accused, is a trait of his 
character. 
He has had to fight for the 
right at almost every step of his official 
progress, and he is naturally tired of the 
continuous wear and tear of the contest. 
It is an open secret that he accepted the 
Democratic nomination last summer with 
genuine reluctance, and after earnest 
efforts to escape it. 
His 
supposed 
political aspirations for the future do not 
exist. There is no rivalry, on his part, 
between himself and anybody else. 
‘I 
am in no one’s way,’ he says, ‘I shall he 
delighted tobe relieved of the cares of 
the Presidency on the 4th of March next. 
On purely personal grounds there will be 
no happier man in the United States.’ 
With reference to the civil service sys­ 
tem, he is as firm and decided as in his 
views on the tariff question. He believeB 
that civii service reform has come to 
stay. He has treated it solely as a prac 
tical question, and has been much hamp­ 
ered and embarrassed by the vagaries of 
sentimental reformers and theorists who 
have been continually urging him to do 
this or that for mere sentimental effect, a 
course which he did not regard as judi­ 
cious. He has endeavored 
to 
give 
the 
civil 
service 
scheme 
a 
fair 
trial, 
and 
expresses 
himself 
ful­ 
ly 
satisfied 
with 
the 
results. 
The 
worst 
type 
of 
bureaucracy 
was developed under the spoils system 
of former administrations. When Mr. 
Cleveland camelinto office he found the 
departments filled with incompetents 
who had found permanent lodgment 
there through favoritism. _ His doubt 
is whether sufficient clearing-out has 
been done to subserve the best interests 
of the Government, and to give wider 
scope for civil service reform through its 
methods in filling the places of the in­ 
efficient with capable men. 
“ The President recognizes fully the 
feeling of the great mass of Democratic 
office-seekers who expected place and 
recognition, and the disappointment and 
irritation which resulted from his inabil­ 
ity to satisfy them. 
It is a matter of 
deep regret to him that he could not do 
so, but he had a higher public duty 10 
perform—the purification and elevation 
of the public service and the elimination 
from party politice, as far as possible, of 
the degrading use of patronage. 
He is 
very earnest in his advocacy of the civil 
service system as being a thoroughly 
practical reform and in no way demo­ 
cratic. 
He thinks the work of his ad­ 
ministration has fixed this reform as a 
permanent feature of our system of gov­ 
. 
erument, and that no party can afford to 
antagonize 
it 
openly. 
Bo 
far 


his own status 
in 
the 
party, as 
affected 
by 
his 
attitude 
on 
the 
civil service question is concerned, it 
may be said that he regards himself a 
better Democrat then many of his critics. 
The President is especially gratified at 
the effect of his administration on the 
happinees of the Southern people, both 
black and while. 
He believes in making 
no distinction between any of the sections, 
and he deprecates strongly the revival 
of animosities which were supposed to 
be dead and buried. 
He is satisfied that 
the race problem can be worked out by 
the people of that section without out­ 
side interference. 
He speaks in terms of 
grateful appreciation of the hearty and 
united support accorded him by the 
members of his cabinet.” 
The article concludes aB follows: “ In 
view of the jobbery and scheming that 
permeated every department of the pub­ 
lic service under former regimes, and 
which seemed to have become a perman­ 
ent feature of official life in Washington, 
no more honorable epitaph could be ap­ 
plied to the administration now drawing 
to a close than the emphatic declaration 
of the President to the writer.

the expenditures to the lowest possible 
figure, until we 
see what the bag 
market will do for us and for the remain­ 
ing tw o years so as to have our finances 
in good shape. 
Still that should not be 
discussed before the newspaper men who 
are hungry for material to weave into a 
couple of columns. 
You want to give 
Luttrell a hint on 
this also.

L ondon, February 14.—Soames, solici­ 
tor for the Times, testified before the 
Parnell Commission to-day that he vis­ 
ited Dublin in May, 1888, in quest of evi­ 
dence. 
He interviewed a person who 
was introduced to him as a former em­ 
ployee in the office of the League and 
who produced a slip bearing the signa­ 
ture of Anna Parnell, specimens of Pat­ 
rick Egan’s handwriting and a bundle of 
documents. 
These documents were 
brought to London in 1888 and embodied 
in the affidavit in O’Donnell’s suit against 
Walter for libel. 
Attorney-General Webster, in arguing 
in favor of the admission of the letter 
alleged to have been written by Parnell, 
let slip the fact that they were received 
from a man named Phillips, said to be 
an accountant of the League. The court 
refused to admit the letter. 
Soames, 
continuing, produced five letters, includ­ 
ing a letter a fac-simile of which was 
printed in the Timen. 
At Attorney General Webster’s request 
the witness submitted genuine specimens 
of Parnell’s signature. The Court de­ 
clared that the question was as to wheth­ 
er Inglis thought the letter which appear­ 
ed in the Times genuine. 
Soames said 
lie believed that the body of the letter 
was in Campbell's writing, while the 
eignature was Parnell’s. 
When he dis­ 
covered the Parnell letters, he also came 
across documents which be supposed to 
be Egan’s. Three of Egan’s letters were 
found in Carri’s house wheie two letters 
in Campbell's writing were also discov­ 
ered. 
Witness produced these letters 
together with other specimens of Egan’s 
writing. 
At this point Sir Charles Rnssell said: 
“ We are only able to give these docu­ 
ments a cursory glance. 
The Court 
must not assume that they will all be 
unquestioned.” Attorney-General Web­ 
ster rejoined that he did not suppose Sir

Russell 
would 
admit 
the 
genuineness of the letters. 
Soames further testified that Richard 
Pigott gave the Parnell letters to Hous­ 
ton, the Secretary of the Irish Loyal and 
Patriotic Union who had given them to 
Macdonald. 
On cross-examination the 
witness said he was not consulted regard­ 
ing the publication of the articles on 
“ Parnellism and Crime,” though ho 
knew they were being prepared early in 
1887. 
Mr. Flanagan, son of an Irish 
Judge, co-operated with a gentleman on 
the staff of the Timesin preparing the arti­ 
cles. Up to January, 1888, twelve letters 
had been obtained from Piggott. 
Later 
more letters, written by Egan, O’Kelly, 
and Davitt, were obtained, making a 
total of seventeen. 
He did not know 
precisely what was paid for the letters. 
Probably whatever was paid passed 
through his hands. 
The firat payment; of 
£1,000 pounds was made to Houston. It 
was partly for his expenses in going to 
America, and partly for the payment of 
Dr. Maguire and other assistants. The

Seven States were represented by the 
delegates present, South Carolina, Vir­ 
ginia, Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Florida and Missouri, and letters were 
read from other Southern States. The 
conference was held with closed doors, 
and an address to General Harrison was 
formulated. In substance the address 
says that 
they are loyal to the Re­ 
publican party and reside in States which, 
upon a fair election, would give their 
electoral vote to the Republican party 
by

majority, 
but

with us that the Fifteenth Amendment 
should he maintained with iairneBS and 
vigor, aud that you desire that such an 
object Bhall be accomplished in the in­ 
terest of 7,000,000 of American citizens, 
who to-day, iu the South, are practically 
disfranchised, and whose the cause we 
represent and plead.
